In the early morning of O ct 28 a 
fleet conslstiug of ten battleships, six 
torpedo boat destroyers and five mine 
sweepers, under the cover of a fog 
which the searchlights of Fort Totten 
and Fort Hamilton could not pene­ 
trate, slipped past the big guns guard­ 
ing the entrance of New York harbor 
and captured the city. 
Had a less 
friendly chief than Commander Harris 
Lansing been the victor the city now 
might be reduced to ashes. 
The surprising part of the coup was 
that it was accomplished not only with 
all the forts on a full war footing for 
the war game, In which they were par­ 
ticipating by order of the navy depart­ 
ment, but also with ample warning 
that the attempt to take the city would 
be made. 
“I see no reason why the feat could 
not be duplicated under similar con­ 
ditions In actual warfare,” Edward E\ 
Chandler, an engineer and inventor, 
who has devoted much study to the 
subject of coast defense, said. 
“The 
capture of New York was through no 
fault 
of 
the 
forts 
them selves 
or 
through a lack of alertness 011 the 
part of the defenders. 
The capture 
was not due to the superior strategy 
of the ‘enem y’ fleet, which, however, 
did avail itself of every advantage of­ 
fered. 
The capture was made possible by 
peculiar 
weather conditions, 
which 
more than offset the natural advan­ 
tages of land batteries over naval ar­ 
tillery. 
On the morning of Oct 28, 
between 1 and 3 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing, there was a heavy fog. 
Under 
the curtain of this fog the fleet, with 
all lights doused except a small screen­ 
ed light in the stern of each vessel to 
guide its neighbors, dashed under the 
nose of the big guns and was off Nor­ 
ton’s Point before it was discovered. 


Forts Then Useless. 
"After the fleet had slipped through 
the limited arc of lire of the forts the 
guns were useless, aud had there been 
no fleet in port to engage the enemy 
there would have been nothing to de­ 
ter him from engaging in the fascinat­ 
ing pastime of wrecking the various 
landmarks of Manhattan Island. 
“Even with the weather conditions 
good, however, it would be possible for 
7.00(2) 8 .00| an enemy fleet to escape the fire of 
the forts and to go wliliin range of 
the city by the use of tricks which 
have been successfully demonstrated 
in mimic warfare.” 
Mr. Chandler for some time has been 
insisting that nothiug^ should be left j 
to chance in the protection of New 
York.

attack under the cover of unfavorable 
weather conditions, a smoke pall, the 
glare of searchlights or, in fact, any 
kind of ruse ‘to throw dirt in the gun­ 
ners’ eyes,’ ” he asserts. 
Mr. Chandler is the inventor of a 
system 
of 
submarine 
microphones 
which, he says, afford positive and ab­ 
solute protection against a surprise at­ 
tack from the sea. 
The submarine 
microphone is nothing more than an 
under 
water 
telephone 
transmitter 
These delicate waterproof instruments 
pick up under water sounds and send 
them over a wire to a receiver on 
shore. 
With a station in the fort con­ 
necting with the system of micro­ 
phones spread out in checker board 
fushion on the bottom of the entrance 
to the harbor it would be possible un­ 
der all weather conditions and despite 
darkness or the g are of searchlights 
and without the aid o f searchlights not 
only to locate the direction from which 
any enemy vessel may be approaching 
long before It comes within range, but

A Christmas gift that Is growing as 
popular here as iu England is that of 
a plum pudding. 
It may be made at 
home and goes to its destination dain­ 
tily wrapped, though still in its mold, 
and tied with ribbons and holly. 
In 
England about 25U tons of plum pud­ 
dings, averaging seven pounds each, 
are sent out each year. 
According to 
an old tradition, plum pudding should 
be at least “nine days old” before 
its eating. 
To make, put into a big 
bowl one cupful each of finely chopped 
suet, seeded raisins, cleaned currants 
and granulated sugar, three cupfuls of 
soft breadcrumbs and one each of 
shredded citron and orange peel. 
Add 
four eggs one by one, each being mix­ 
ed thoroughly with the other ingredi­ 
ents before the next one is added. 
Next to follow are half a cupful of milk, 
one-quarter cupful of brandy (if there 
is no objection to its use), oue tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, one teaspoonful 
of mixed nutmeg, clove and allspice 
and the grated yellow rind of one lem­ 
on. 
Mix thoroughly, using the hands; 
then fill into a large buttered mold, 
leaving scarcely any room for it to 
sw ell. 
Tie a thickly greased and flour­ 
ed cloth or a piece of oiled paper over 
the top and fit on the cover as tight as 
possible. 
Put into a steamer or ar­ 
range some cords so that it may be 
suspended from the inside of the cover 
of the kettle in which It is boiled. The 
boiling water should reach up nearly 
to the height of the bowl. 
Boil seven 
hours steadily, taking care that no wa­ 
ter boils into it and that the water is 
boiling when the pudding goes in and 
is never allowed to stop.

mas day it can be reheated In the 
mold in which it was made.

ceiv ed by queens and princes abroad, 
to hav e Harv ard and Dartmouth uni­ 
v ersities confer deg rees upon him and 
j to die lea v ing behind him a record of 
achiev ement and ability which is g en- 
! erally considered nev er to hav e been 
I equaled by any one of his race. 
It was with the Tuskeg ee Normal and 
j Industrial institute that Dr. Washing ton 
I was most g enerally associated. 
From 
j its foundation in 18 8 1 until his death 
he had been Its principal. 
Under his 
J manag ement and leading this school 
for neg ioes had g rown from a shack 
| in which thirty pupils g athered for 
lessons to one of the larg est and most 
; munificently equipped normal educa­ 
tional 
Institutions 
in 
this 
country , 
where more than 1,500 neg ro boy s and 
g irls, y oung men and women, annually 
receiv e Instruction. 
But Dr. Washing ton’s work was not 
confined to the administration of one 
school. 
Its importance, it is g enerally 
acknowledg ed, lay in his national lead­ 
ership of his race. 
Into practically 
ev ery sta te of the Union the neg ro ed­ 
ucator went, g iv ing a dv ice to his peo­ 
ple. spreading his influence, dealing 
with their 
problems wha tev er they 
were.

Constantinople, which has as an ulti 
mate objectiv e the British colonies ot 
Eg y pt and India, is now attracting 
much attention and recalls prev ious in 
cldents in the history of these coun 
tries where the Eng lish rule has been 
threatened. 
Most momentous of these 
hav e been the v arious uprising s and 
rev olutions. 
Lord Canning , leav ing Eng land in 
18 50 to take up his duties as g ov ernor 
g eneral of India, said at the farewell 
banquet. “ I ca nnot forg et that in the 
sky of India, serene as it is. a small 
cloud may arise no larg er than a man’s 
hand, but which, g rowing larg er and 
larg er, may at last threaten to burst 
and ov erwhelm us* with ruin." 
In the following y ear the Sepoy re­ 
bellion broke 
It 
was quelled, and 
after two and a half centuries the East 
India company surrendered its admin­ 
istration to the British crown. 
In re­ 
cent y ears British statesmen hav e pro­ 
fessed g rowing belief that the sta bili­ 
ty of their Indian empire was perma­ 
nently established, but since the pres­ 
ent war beg an they hav e been anx ­ 
iously scanning the heav ens to make 
sure that Lord Canning ’s “ cloud no 
larg er than a m an’s hand” w a s not re 
appearing . 
The aspect of the sky 
abov e Hnidarabad is at least suspicious. 
India has 1,8 02.029 square miles and 
29 4,000.000 people, speaking fifty dif­ 
ferent lang uag es. 
In both area and 
population 1t Is about equal to the 
whole of Europe without Russia.

In India tlie 
I g ov ernor g eneral, or v iceroy , appoint- 
1 ed by the crown, has supreme ex ecu­ 
tiv e authority . 
The present g ov ernor 
g eneral is Baron Ilarding e of I’ens- 
hurst.

I>ec. 
23, 
19 12, 
he 
was 
wounded by the ex plosion of a bomb 
thrown at him during the celebration 
of the transfer of the capital from Cal­ 
cutta to Delhi. 
Delhi is a Mohamme­ 
dan city , and the Beng als resented the 
mov ing of the g ov ernment. 
So restless were the Mohammedans 
for many y ears that special prov ision 
for their representation in the g ov er­ 
nor g eneral’s council was made. 
This 
! council, subject to certain restrictions, 


i makes the law for all persons In Brit­ 
ish India, all British subjects within 
the nativ e sta tes and all na tiv e In­ 
dian subjects of the king in all parts 
of the world. 
In the larg e part of India directly 
g ov erned by the British are fifteen 
prov inces, the la rg est of which is Ma­ 
dras. Their g ov ernors are usua lly sent 
from Eng land. 
There are a lso sev eral 
scores of na tiv e states, called independ­ 
ent. but all more or less under the 
control of the British g ov ernment of 
India. 
The most populous of these is 
Haidurabad, 
whose 
people 
number 
nearly 14,000,9 00 and are increasing by 
about 2,000.000 in ev ery decade. 
It 
wa s estim a ted tw o y ears ag o tha t few ­ 
er than 0.500 Eng lishmen were em­ 
ploy ed to rule ov er the 300,000.000 of 
India. 
The sepoy mutiny of 18 57 had v ari­ 
ous causes arising from Eng land’s ef 
fort to g ra ft its civ ilization on India 
and from the na tiv es’ fear of a nnex a ­ 
tion.

Winter is g oing to be hard in Baris. 
Already prices hav e mounted »0 hig h I march 
that it is difficult for the poor to liv e. 
And if the first attack of cold weather 
ami the consequent diminution of fresh 
v eg etables and fruit are g oing to make 
as much difference as the tables of 
prices ha v e shown the people dread 
thinking of a long , cold winter, which 
is the present scientific prediction for 
France. 
Ordinary necessaries—clothes, shoes, 
g lov es, ling erie—ha v e all increased in 
price. 
A suit which la st y ea r cost $30 
would cost $50 this y ear. 
All the little 
standby s, like cotton or buttons or 
hooks and ey es, which one is accus­ 
tomed to think of a t a fix ed price, hav e 
become more ex pensiv e. 
Yet the stores are full. 
It is ag ony 
to g o shopping at the Galeries Lafu 
y ette airy time during the afternoon 
It takes sometimes fifteen minutes to 
g et an elev ator, so thick is the crowd 
People are buy ing furs, an article 
which no Parisian woman would be 
without, no matter w ha t other thing 
she economized on. 
Skins hav e in 
creased GO to 8 0 per cent, but people 
seem to buy just the same. 
Milk Beco min g Scarce. 
Milk has b e e n increased from 8 to 10 
cents a quart and in many sections of 
the city has been really scarce. The 
reason g iv en for this is the larg e num 
ber of inv alids in the hospital, men 
who formerly nev er touched milk, and 
also it is due partly t<> the fact that 
with the farmers a wa y a t the war the 
wiv es hesita te to buy new cows, und 
the supply is really seriously diminish 
ing . 
Fish has g one up 25 per cent, and in 
spite of tire efforts to introduce frozen 
meat it is still held a t the big central 
markets and doesn’t g et to the small 
distributing centers at all. A woman 
was heard complaining the other day 
at one i f the big markets. “ My basket 
is only ha lf full.” she said, “ and my 
money is all g one. I’v e boug ht a dozen 
eg g s, tha t's 40 cents; a pound of chops, 
that’s 50; a cabbag e for 14 and a quart 
of string beans for 20. Now, a y ear ag o 
I could ha v e had the eg g s for 30, the 
meat for 28 . the cabbag e for 4 and the 
beans for 12.

As another argument for the income 
tax it is held that the rates are low— 
one-half of 1 per cent. A man with a 
$2,500 income pays $2.50. A man with 
a $3,500 income pays $10. A man with 
a $12,000 income pays $180. 
A man 
with a $25,000 income pays $140. The 
last man. with ten times the income 
of the first man, pays 170 times as 
much tax. 
It is held that this is not 
unfair; that the big fellows have the 
incomes and that the tax on them nev­ 
er exceeds 2 per cent 
This is a low 
rate in one sense, but it is recalled 
that these men pay a federal income 
tax rising to 7 per cent on the highest 
class of income. 
Won’t Burden Poor Owners. 
It is held that the proposed state in­ 
come tax will not burden the farm, the 
homestead or the owner of real estate 
who is not making money. If a family 
has nothing above a living Income it 
will have no income tax to pay. The 
farmer and wage earner are not ex­ 
empted as such. 
If they have in­ 
comes sufficient to keep them in com­ 
fort—L e., about $2,000 a year—they 
will pay the income tax. They ought 
to pay. 
But the average farmer or 
wage earner will not be taxed because 
his income will not be high enough 
to justify it.

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A midnight battle by moonlight, with 
the guns of two French destroyers 
roaring broadsides in reply to German 
salvos, preceded the recent sinking of 
a large German destroyer off Ostend. 
writes a Paris correspondent. 
A torpedo sent the German to the 
bottom us she was running for cover 
of the shore batteries. She sank with 
all on board. 
The French destroyer 
sped away comparatively unharmed 
by a terrific bombardment from the 
shore. 
The complete story of the thrilling 
fight reached Paris in the form of a 
letter from a bluejacket aboard the 
leading French destroyer, which the 
writer called “O.” 
Fairy Scene For Deadly Battle. 
“It was shortly after 11 o’clock at 
night," wrote the bluejacket aboard 
destroyer O, "and we were patrolling 
before Ostend with all lights out. The 
B, another destroyer, was following, 
also with lights out, a short distance 
astern. 
The night was clear. 
There 
was a moon, and the sea was smooth 
as oil. 
“All of a sudden we sighted a ship 
aheatlr Its silhouette stood out boldly 
in the night. 
It was assuredly a Ger­ 
man destroyer, bigger than we and 
better armed. 
Up to now she hadn’t 
sighted us. Slowly she glided through 
the water, tranquillity itself. 
“Swiftly every one was at his post 
without a sound. Gunners sleeping in 
their hammocks one instant were be­ 
hind their guns the next, waiting for 
the command. 
“Our commander signaled discreetly 
to the B astern. The B’s crew, as si­ 
lently as we, stood ready for action. 
The decks were cleared, and our en­ 
gines were prepared for maximum 
speed. 
Doubts Gone, the Ball Opens. 
"There was a lingering doubt, how­ 
ever, that the destroyer might turn out 
to be a friend, but just us our com­ 
mander signaled in order to make sure 
a shell screamed past us. The German 
destrojer had begun the party. He was 
much closer than he at first seemed. 
“ ‘Open fire!’ our commander ordered. 
“All our guns can fire broadsides, 
and we turned loose. The B did like­ 
wise. 
Our searchlights fell on the 
enemy ship and brought her out as 
plain as day. 
What she was getting 
from us was a-plenty. 
“We were not a mile off. 
Our fire 
seemed perfectly timed. 
The enemy 
fired, too, at least one gun being su­ 
perior in caliber to anything we car­ 
ried, but he didn’t touch us. The ene­ 
my’s machine guns came Into action, 
and the pat-pat-pat of these and the 
zip of the bullets added to the music 
of the night. It was now 11:20. 
“The German vessel now seemed to 
be getting more than she wanted. She 
appeared to be trying to make off. 
Her fire slowed down and her search­ 
lights went out. 
With all steam we 
went out after her in the direction of 
Ostend. 
It was plain now that she 
wanted to make port. 
Shells Light Up the Scene. 
“At the same instant the shore bat­ 
teries opened up on us. 
They fired 
illuminating shells, and the great balls 
of fire lighted up the sea, making a 
fairy picture of the fight. 
“We gained on the enemy and soon 
had him within 1,000 yards of us. 
He 
was still firing, but badly, and we of­ 
ten had a laugh at his expense. 
“Then from our forward tube a tor­ 
pedo was fired. 
I followed its course, 
plainly visible in the moonlight and 
bomb illuminated water, and saw it 
go straight toward its target 
It 
struck. 
There was an explosion, and 
two minutes later the destroyer went 
down by the stern. 
The fight was 
over. 
It was 11:30 exactly. 
“For a 
moment the commander 
thought of going to the rescue of the 
drowning German sailors, but the Ger­ 
man batteries on shore bombarded us 
hotter than ever, now that we were 
close in, and we had to make tracks 
in another direction. 
It was tough on 
the sailors, but as somebody near me 
said. ‘So much the worse for them.’ ’’

A Tremendous Increase. 
Senator Mills and his committee have 
shown by figures and tables bow the 
state government increused 40 per cent 
at an average rate of fcLper cent per 
year.

Senator Mills represents the 
Seventeenth si-nate district of New 
York city, comprising the Twenty-fifth. 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-ninth as­ 
sembly districts. He was the personal 
campaign manager of John Purroy 
Mitchel when he ran for mayor of \ 
New York city. 
For the last ten years every state In 
the Union has given the m atter of tax 
atlon serious thought, and when the 
committee of which Senator Mills is 
the chairman was appointed they had , 
something to start with. They got In j 
touch with tax officials in every state 
in the Union and received from them 
the result of their labors and how the 
ideas which had been adopted were be­ 
ing worked out. They wrote to taxa­ 
tion experts all over the country. 
They wrote to many of the people who 
attended the New York tax confer i 
euces. 
Then they went through the state 
and picked out certain counties and 
made a careful examination of their 
tax rolls, particularly with reference 
to corporations. With the co-operation 
of manufacturers* assocations through­ 
out the state they sent out blanks to se- : 
lected lists of corporations to find out 
what they were paying. They had va­ 
rious committees of real estate men in 
New York city and up state real estate 
associations prepare careful tables to 
show accurately the burden of taxa­ 
tion borne by real estate. They consult­ 
ed with savings banks, trust compa­ 
nies, civic associations. They intend to 
call before them the mayors and the 
officials of the largest cities in the 
state. 
They prepared a list of questions 
which were sent to the officials of all 
the cities in the state. 
They inter­ 
viewed and questioned the state comp­ 
troller, the attorney general and the 
chairman of the state tax board. They 
interviewed In person and by letter 
many of the prominent tax experts in 
New York and other states.

45.187 were advised to seek 
Immediate treatment and 10.G71 took 
the advice, leaving 32.510 whose par­ 
ents or guardians neglected them.
